target dates were tentative, and that final IAC approval well might 
not be obtainable by the times suggested. 

Stalin's Collapse 

3 . Mr. Dulles invited comment on the ability of the existing 
machinery of the Federal intelligence system to respond to crises 
such as that occasioned by the information of Stalin's illness. 
There won general agreement that, in this instance, the existing 
procedures were adequate, it being noted that Agency watch officers 
were promptly alerted and the President timely advised.
